I. Claims 1-18 and 47, drawn to a method of controlling bow and skew of a 
backing material fed through tufting machines, classified in class 1 12, 
subclass 475.23. 

II. Claims 1 9-46, drawn to a system for controlling bow and skew of a 
backing material fed through a tufting machine utilizing a detection device 
and a controller coupled to the detection device, classified in class 112, 
subclass 80.23. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by hand. In particular 
the process of claims 1 and 47 can be carried out by visually detecting a weft yarn 
marker and manually aligning the detected weft yarn marker with respect to a 
mechanical guide element. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
